Almost anything a 
citizen wanted could be pur- 
chased in town. j! 

Walk the streets of the old 
downtown business district in 
Belle Glade today and you'll 
see boarded up buildings, 
crumbling facades and few 
shoppers. 

Some businesses have sur- 
vived, but most would agree 


they're not thriving. Now, 


plans are under way to revital- 
ize tlie old downtown district of 
Belle Glade, 

Merchants and local officials 
have been meeting to plan a 
change in the West Avenue A 
and B area of town and hope to 
expand their vision to other 
areas in the future. 

With a theme of “Rays of 
Hope over Belle Glade” a group 
of citizens have been meeting 
every few weeks. They hope to 
follow a successful plan which 
has worked for Delray Beach. 
They want to start holding arts 
and crafts festivals in the old 
downtown district. The first 
foatival.te-tentatively sched- 
uled for November 9, with 
another set for the early part 
of December. 

But first, merchants want to 
paint and fix up the area. 

Merchant Abby Matari, who 
owns Moda, a clothing store in 
the area, said he has spoken to 
many of the merchants and 
they are willing to paint their 
buildings. 

* "They're very excited about 
this," he said. 

Tony McCray, executive 
director for the Glades Com- 
munity Development Corpora- 
tion, said $25,000 in grant 
money is available to help mer- 
chants paint and fix up the 
City of Belle Glade. There is 
grant money for trees, side- 
walk repairs, etc., for the city. 

"The merchants have basi- 
cally pledged to match the 
funding, fifty-fifty,” said Mr. 
McCray. 

Plans to fix up the southwest 
section of town are a spinoff of 
a project by a local church 


which has been feeding the 
needy in town. Mt. Calyary 
Baptist Church Pastor Leon 
Campbell and his church mem- 
bers started *Heaven's Bread 
Basket" several months ago. 
He's hoping that if arts and 
crafts festivals can be held 
periodically in the old down- 
town district a percentage of 
the profits could go to help 
support Heaven's Bread Bas- 
ket. "We have some good péo- 
ple working on this, but ‘it’s 
going’to take everyone to make 
this happen, the businesses, 
and the clubs and organiza- 
tions,” he said. 

Belle Glade Police Chief 
Michael Millet said “The police 
department has long felt it’s 
our job to help good things 
happen. We hope to provide 
security at no cost with our 
community policing. It's impor- 
tant that people feel safe to 
come to the downtown area. 
Contrary to what people might 
think, it is a safe area."

Pahokee resident confessed/arrested on five 
charges of sexual battery on children, 


On August 2, Starling Mur- 
phy, 33, was charged on five 
counts of sexual battery. He 
confessed and is being held in 
jail without bond. 

Police reports state the Palm 


Beach County Sheriff’s Office 
sub-station in Belle Glade 
received a complaint from the 
State of Florida Protective Ser- 
vices System on July 12, 1996. 

The complaint consists of 


allegations that Murphy had 
sexually assaulted one or more 
of his nieces and nephews. 

The assaults allegedly 
occurred at the defendant's 
residence; located at 1528 Sin- 
gletary Ave., Pahokee. 

This complaint culminated 
in the discovery of five addi- 
tional victims of Murphy's 
alleged sexual abuse, from 
ages 4 to 21 years-old. 

Reports state ‘the assaults of 
the children were yàginal pen- 
etration as well as anal and 
oral by Murphy. 

Police stated the youngest 
victims were a four-year-old 
and a five-year-old boy, who 
told investigators Murphy. 
molested them last year. 

Other reports were that 
Murphy abused a female in 
1982-83 when she was only six 
years old and continued until 
she was 16 years old. The vic- 
tim is now 21. 

Reports state another girl, 
who was staying with her 


~ father when she was seven or ` 
* eight-years-old, said' Murphy 


abused. her in 1987-88 by fol- 
lowing into her bedroom and 
attacking her. 

* Reports also state a 15-year- 
old boy told detectives Murphy 
sexually “assaulted him 
between 1987-88 when he was 


only seven or eight years old. 

“From the very beginning of 
this investigation it was appar- 
ent that we were dealing with 
a pedophile, fixating and hav- 
ing sexual relations with chil- 
dren,” stated Sheriff Detective 
Robert Quinones. 

Murphy would bribe the chil- 
dren with money, candy, and 
füod to keep them quiet about 
the sexual abuse. 

Murphy confessed when 
Detective Quinones confronted 
the suspect with written state- 
ments from the victims. 

On Friday, after concluding 
all interviews with the known 
victims, Detective Quinones 
prepared probable cause affi- 
davits and requested an arrest 
warrant from the State Attor- 
ney's Fifteenth Judicial Circuit 
in Belle Glade. 

After Judge Michael Miller 
signed the arrest warrants, 
Murphy was arrested and 
turned over to the Palm Beach 
County jail where he was 
booked. 

Murphy is currently being 
detained without bond, on all 
five charges of sexual battery 
on a person less than 12 years 
of age.

Yet, a new study by Stanley 
Changnon, a meteorologist atithe 
Midwest Climate Center, mig- 
gests that last year’s tragedy 
could happen again. “Short-term 
extremes of summer weather are 


| the most severe weather events 


affecting human life in the Unit- 
ed States," Changnon said. 

Changnon has discovered that 

hot spells claim more lives each 
year than any other weather 
phenomena. "In Illinois, about 
twenty people are killed annually 
because of tornadoes, lightning, 
flooding and winter storms”; he 
said. “But, an-average of 74 péo- 
ple die from the heat. It is our 
biggest killer.” 
It is also the most difficult 
weather-related statistic to con- 
firm. “There is no federal defini- 
tion of a heat death,” said 
Changnon. “Different medical 
examiners have different ways of 
defining heat deaths.” 

For his study, Changnon solved 
the problem by comparing the 
number of deaths during a heat 
wave with the number of deaths 
during the same period in years 
with near-average temperatures. 

The results were very surpris- 
ing. Based on his 'study, 
Changnon says heat waves claim 
an average of 1,000 dives each 
year in the United States. That's 
more than tornadoes, floods,

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wind storms, hail storms, light- 
ning, huzricanes and winter 
weather combined. 

Not #ttfprisingly, his study 
revealè that more than 70% of 
heat-reléited deaths affect the 
elderly. "With our country grow- 
ing older all this time, it is fair? 
obvious that heat-related deaths 
will continue to increase,” he 
said. 

Many of last year’s victims in 
Chicago were older citizens in 
lower income areas who could 
not afford air conditioning. “They 
were even afraid of opening the 
windows at night because of 
crime in the neighborhood”, 


Changnon. "They didn't get 


ventilation." 

Changnon hopes last year's 
tragedy in Chicago results in 
action from all pois ta 
nation needs a national systems 
to collect data on heat deaths,” he 
said. “We also need a widely 
accepted definition of what con. 
stitutes a heat death.” Li 
In addition, Changnon hopes 
meteorologists will look at new 
ways to forecast heat waves and 
that city officials will take anoth- 
er look at their response capabili- , 
ties. 

“Heat stress is a national prob- 
lem," he said. “But, with further 
research and better warning, 
heat-related deaths are pre 
ventable." :

Forty years of saving lives 


By Chrissie Collins 

Forty-three years ago, my daughter, kinda, 
survived a traumatic experience that changed 
my family’s life. It began innocently enough 
with a cut finger that needed minor medical 
attention. At a hospital near hour home in Tur- 
lock, California, a doctor proceeded cautiously, 
instead of administering a full dose of tetanus 
antitoxin, the doctor gave her a scratch test to 
see if she was allergic to the antitoxin. A single 
drop threw Linda into a three-day coma, from 
which she might never have emerged had she 
been given a full-dose.

step was tó'make her wear a paper bracelet 
that stated her allergies to tetanus antitoxin, 
aspirin and sulfa drugs. It worked, but it wasn't 
very attractive: So when Linda went away to 
college, we knew we had to come up with a bet- 
ter solution. My late. husband, a surgeon, sug- 
gested a tattoo, but Linda vetoed that! (This, 
remember, was 1955, and tattoos weren't exact- 
ly in fashion the way they are today.) 

What we settled on, finally, was a custom- 


“designed bracélet. One side carried the univer- 


sally recognized healing arts symbol (the 
caduceus or-staff of Aesculapius) and the words 
“Medic Alert.” The other side had a description 
of Linda's allergies. We didn't think too much 
about it until friends and colleagues started 
asking us if we could make bracelets for them, 
too. That got us wondering if we'd unwittingly 
tapped an unmet need. To find out, we had 200 
bracelets made up for a meeting of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons. When the doctors 
snapped them up in a matter of hours, we knew 
we were on to . How big, we couldn't 


~ say. But I clearly.remember my husband, Mari- 


on, telling me: *I-think I can save more lives 
with Medic Alert than I'll ever save with my 
scalpel.” He was right. 

Today, Medic Alert, has 2.3 million members 
in the U.S, and 2.7 around the world, and it’s 
estimated that the service (which is backed by a 
24-hour hotline reachable with a collect call 
from anywhere in the world) has saved the lives 
of 80,000 members since we launched it from 
our living room in 1956. Early on, numerous 


- incidents made it quite clear to us that there 


was a real need for this type of emergency med- 
ical information service. One in particular 
stands out. A polite officer in California pulled 
over a vehicle that was weaving down the high- 
way. The officer fully, to find a drunk 
driver. Instead, he discovered an élderly man 
slumped over the steering wheel. The driver's 
Medic Alert emblem warned that he was dia- 


tion (AMA), one out of four Americans (65 mil- 
lion) has a hidden medical condition that can 
present a problem for emergency medical per- 
sonnel. In fact, there are 200 such conditions 
that can create complications for the 220,000 
U.S, citizens who make unplanned visits to 
emergency rooms each day. Many of those con- 
ditions, while far from life-threatening under 
normal circumstances, can be particularly diffi- 
cult in emergency situations where a person is 
unconscious or is too ill to speak. For example, 
if you are allergic to shellfish, you may be aller- 
gic to iodine, which is often the true source of 
the allergy. Iodine is also present in the con- 


trast dyes used in various medical ing pro- 
cesses. If you're allergic to you also 
be allergic to certain medi: that ua eggs 


as a base. Other seemingly benign things such 
as contact lenses present another potential dan- 
ger, because if a person is unconscious and the 
lenses aren't removed, eye damage is possible. 

These, of course, are things that we learned 
over time. To be perfectly frank, I did not, in the 
beginning, expect Medic Alert to become a ser- 
"vice known nátionwide, but once Marion 
became convinced of the need for medical iden- 
tification, we committed ourselves to educating 
the public..We did this by contacting pharma- 
cists, nurses, emergency medical techniciaris, 
law enforcement agencies and physicians, who 
in turn became our grassroots volunteers, the 
people who enrolled individuals as Medic Alert 
members. 


On balance Td have to say that together Wo... 


have made a difference. To this day, hardly à 
week goes by when Medic Alert's Emergency 
Response, Center (a 24-hour hotline reachable 
anywhere in the world with a collect call) 
doesn't tell me about someone whose life our 
service has helped save. And, from having trav- 
éled worldwide to promote emergency medical 
information services, I frequently get calls from 
people I've worked with, thanking me for 


' inspiring them to start an affiliate or Medic 


Alert in a foreign land. 

This July, I celebrated my 90th birthday; so 
naturally péople ask me how I can continue 
working with such energy and commitment. My 
answer is always the same: I have something to 
accomplish. 


That’é why, when I measure success, I can 
only gauge it by looking at how much we've 
closed the gap between those who have emer- 
gency medical identification and those who 
need it. With approximately 65 million Ameri- 
cans still at risk in the event of an emergency, 
it’s fairly obvious to me that Medic Alert's work 
is far from finished.

District Report: . ; 
68% Annual Total Phosphorus 
reduction from the EAA 


A report prepared by the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
ment District indicates that 
farmers in the Everglades Agri- 
„cultural Area (EAA) achieved a 
68 percent across-the-board 
reduction in phosphorus levels in 
water discharged form farm 
fields in the EAA. This reduc- 
tion exceeds the 25 percent 
annual goal required for the 
entire EAA basin by the state's 
Everglades Forever Act, The Act 
recognizes that one of the corner- 
stones to the long-term health of 
the Everglades is for farmers to 
implement best management 
practices (BMPs) to reduce phos- 
phorus at the source.

basin reductions are not met, 
then the farms with the highest 
phosphorus would be targeted 
for additional on-farm BMPs.
